BERLIN, 
March 
26.—Forty-six 
men were killed and 109 wounded 
on the German side during every 
hour the world was war raging, ac­ 
cording to an estimate arrived at by 
General Von Altrock, a statistician. 
This estimate was made from a study 
of official records. 
Germany’s losses totaled In dead 
1,808,545 and in wounded 4,246,799. 
Men to the number of 13,000,000 
were under arms during the course 
of the war, of whom about one in 
seven was killed in battle. 
The officers corps lost 53,000 men 
killed and 96,000 wounded. German 
soldier and civilian losses through 
death, caused directly or indirectly 
by the war, are estimated by General 
Von Altrock at 12,000,000.
